Pabis, Jan. 30.— The Chamber of Depu- 
ties wSb crowded to-day with persons anx- 
ious to hear tho interpellation of the 
Government of M. Lookroy, in regard to 
tho condition of tho Navy. Tho galloricB 
wero filled and tho benches in tho body of 
the House wero all oooupied by mumbors. 
AmoD(( those present were Count Hoyca 
Sprinzenstein, the Austrian ambasiabor to 
France, M. Lookroy, who is a member of tho 
commission appointed to inquire Into Naval 
AfTairs, made a aomowhat extended speech. 
He asked what had boon done with the 
milliards of France appropriated for naval 
purposes since 1871. France, he said, hud 
spent a milliard of francs more upon her 
Navy than had the nationa oomposing the 
triple aliiaBoe, Austria had augmented her 
naval ftrengch two-thirds, while Germany 
had Increased it six times inoro than it was 
in 1871. The naval strength of France in 
that time had been increased only six per 
cent and hsr vessels were inferior in Dum- 
ber, speed and everything else to those of 
tho other powers. 

Tho waste and disorder in every depart- 
ment of the Naval administration, he da- 
oUred, wero flagrant. M. LocUroy (jiiotud 
from the roporta of exports and from olliciul 
roporta to show that tho coast defences had 
been ncglootod and sacrificed to tho rivalry 
between tho Naval und the Military de- 
partments. Tho forta ut Rochefort, L'Orient, 
IJrest and Cherliourg, ho said wore in bad 
ooudition, and the torpedo boats at Toulon 
were worthless. He summed up the result 
of his obBervations in regard to the matter, 
and declared that in tho event of war being 
suddenly deoiared against Franco, her ooaat 
defeneoa were not prepared to crovont any 
enemy from landing. Tho Island of Cor- 
sica was absolutely unproteoted. Italy, if 
she so deaired, was ablo to land on tho 
island 1.5,000 men in about an hour's 
time. The ships placed at the disposal of 
tho brave seamen of Franco, were utterly 
unworthy of thesa heroio men. The superi- 
ority of tho French sailors was pov/erloss 
against the inferiority of their vesaela. If 
France should be defeated In her noxt war 
those who would bo reaponsiblo would bo 
those who had failed to provide the arma- 
ments which modern ecicnce rendered neces- 
sary. 

Though the Government had already 
nominated an extra Parliamentary commis- 
sion to investigate naval matters, it wss 
imperative that a Parliamentary inguiry bo 
made. Over one-quarter of the French 
fleet was composed, (jf old ships and 
their artillery was iaferior. Anarchy 
ruigha t- in the naval administra- 
tion.' Befiqits had ' been discovered 
at the Toulon arsenal, but the guilty per- 
sons had not been punished. The common 
law halted respeottnlly outaide the arsenal 
doors. Havre and Dieppe were at the 
mercy of any fleet thao desired to bombard 
them, Rouen and Boulogne were prac- 
tically defenceless. Kngland, M. Lock- 
roy declared, n^ed have no fear of Uher- 
bourg. She could land forcea at Cotentin. 
M. Lookroy (|Uottd from Lord i5ra!aey, 
formerly Lord of the Ikitieh Admiralty, and 
Admiral liourgeoia, both of whom con- 
curred in the opinion that Cottnton waa 
not BullicioDtly dofonded. Tho French 
iron-claila, he aaid, wore defective. 
Tho Miigfntii, ruccnlly built, bud failed 
to meet her oniitni'it rf 1 1 ■,iir<:niciils. 'J'ho 
Noptunc, U-rhlio and M rcoau wore alao 
faulry. Fatal accid'jnta wore constantly 
occurring on board iho uliipa owing to their 
badly oonatauctcd otigiin-a. 

Jean Abel, who roproa^inla the First die- 
trict of Toulon, adir.ittf^d tint certain re- 
forms in tho Toulon arsenal were advii.ible. 
He said that tho .Ministry of Marine, not 
tbe local ofScials, was responsible for tho 
condition of affAirs at the Toulon arsenal. 
He waa personally convinced thot tho Med- 

erranean coast d«feucet v,ero inade.juatc 

M. Gioyuesso, member for the First di- 
vision of L'Orient cused & sensation in the 
chamber by reading a telegram showing 
where the stock of Qour at the L'Orient 
Arsenal hod boon exhausted, and that thi« 
fact had prevented tho sailing of a trans- 
port vessel. 

Premier Casimir-Perler aaid that tbe facts 
related oonoerned tbe government imme- 
diately preceding the one now in power. 
Ho asked the chamber to adjourn the de- 
bate until Thursday to enable the Govero- 
mont to examine tho charges. The ad- 
journment was agreed to.

Rio Janeiko, Jan. 30.— A conflict be- 
tween tbe Insurgents and American fleets ia 
Still poBsiblii, Admiral da Gama is angry 
because tho young insurgent ofiSoera are 
eager to fight. |The Admiral aaid 
to the United Press correspondent 
to-day : "It would be better to be 
cooquered by a foreign power than to yield 
to Peixoto." The tug and launches prom- 
ised to the bark Good News were not fur- 
nished. The insurgent cruiser Parahyba 
anchored in a threatening position near her 
this morning and may firo when aho 
slurta in to-inorrow. In that cuae a 
BiTioua coiillict is inevitable. The situation 
waa extremely delicate yesterday, when the 
Detroit was beside the Good News. The 
Guanuliara and Trajano hud their guiia 
londed and aimed on all American 
Vesaela, while two heavy insurgent 
tuga were ready to ram tbe 
De'roit. Tho Guanabara and Tr-ijano to- 
gether have eight aphjudid riliea; hut when 
tlio Detroit fired a aix pound Bhell into the 
Guanabara and Captain Urownson warned 
them that if a gun was tired even by acci 
dent he would sink thorn, and adviaod that 
V hey take tlie men from their guns, they 
woiikeiied. 

Tlie commander of the Austrian warship 
has asked Roar-Admiral Benham to bo 
allowed to help in case of a fight. The 
German naval oilicers applaud Bonhani. 
The Knglish ollicors naturally aro in 
opposition, while not denying thot Bthham'a 
position is lawful. Benham now has two 
propoaitiona rcgirding arbitration, but lie 
will not reveal them. A nettle, .i»nt by audi 
meana, however, ia at present improbable. 
While angry at hie decision, the in- 
surgents comment upon Beuham's great 
courtesy and tuct ia the negotiations. The 
day before the oonflict Benham notified the 
city authorities tliat the water front would 
likely be endangered. A oonsnltation of 
senior offioera of foreign naval vessels will 
be held to-morrow on the San Franoisoo. 

LoKDO.v, Jan. 30.— The Standard, in com- 
menting on the news from Bio Janeiro aaya 
that the only queation now la how far the 
Washington Government will approve and 
support Rear>Admiral Benham'a aotion, If 
tho U. S. no longer abatain from inter- 
ference between tbe two factions it says. 
Great Britain and other interested coun- 
tries will donbtleaa follow auit. The Stand- 
ard rcmarka that though such an event 
niny ond tlio inaurgents hope of conquering 
I'ei.^coto by atarving Rio; their succoaa in 
tho provincea may enable them eventually 
to triumph. 

Tho Daily Telcgraph^saye: There will bo 
very general sympathy with the American 
decision not to permit commerce to beoome 
absolutely crippled by the atruggle waging 
iu Brazil. 

Washikctok, Jan. 30. — Tho news of Ad- 
miral liouhiun's action was rogiirded as of 
such importance thit .Secretary Herbert 
laid the matter before President Cleve- 
land at an early hour this morning, und 
tho two discuased tho aituation until the 
Cabinet mot at U o'clock. The queationa 
presented were considered ot tho meeting 
and preaa diapatches from Rio were alao 
carefully road iu tho hopo that thai 
they would throw some new light on tho 
aspect of offairs. Soorotary Herbert said, 
however, that he had heard nothin<( from 
tho Admiral concerning tho reported sur- 
render of Da Gama to Benham.

Ottawa, Jan. 30. — Commissioner Larko 
has been notified that Congress authorized 
the board of Lady Managers at the World's 
Fair to grant awards to the experts actually 
engaged in tbe construction of exhibits 
which have received awards at Chicago. 
In oonstquenco a number of Canadian arti- 
sans employed by the successful exhibitors 
will receive awards. 

Col, Howard 'Vincent, M, P. , writing to 
Ottawa friends, says that as the Council of 
tho Imperial Federation league lias been 
dissolved tho branch in Canada will do well 
to. change its name to bring it more in 
accordance with tho principles which it is 
advocating, viz., British Commercial Union. 
The question will probably be disoussed here 
at a meotiog during tho session of Parlia- 
ment.

Vancouver, Jan. 30,— vYith the excop- 
tion of a few thousand foot, all tho logg in 
British Columbia wore cut up by tho 
Hastings mill to sntiafy recent cliut'tcra, 
Gfhore are no charters iu sight, and if thoro 
were, loRB could not be procured under S7 
per thousand. The Uaatings inilla untiui- 
pated hard times before thoy oame, and in 
shutting down their oamps abruptly stopped 
all private and oontraot logging. 

Mr. Walter Jordon, the oareman, will bo 
a passongor on tlio next Enipreaa for tho 
Orient. 

A Sailors' homo is to bo catabliahed in 
Vancouver for the purpose of doing away 
v'ith tho boarding int'iater. The ooniniittuo 
of tho Siiilora' rest will proceed with tlio 
Boheine iiaaoon us funds can bo raised. 

A reporter hud un intereatiug talk with 
some property ugcnts yesterday. From tho 
interviews it uppeura that lust year Vnu- 
couver wtts overbuilt, but thut thoro wore 
now, contrary to anticipation, few deairablo 
housea to rent. On account of the general 
hard tinica there has been a lowering of 
renta from §.'! to 55 per month. Hounea 
that rented for a month now rent for 6-0. 

There seems some diiiiculty in securing 
the full compleincni of liocnae cominiBaionera 
for Vancouver this year, lymt night the 
Council considered a letter from tho Gov- 
ernment which stated that thero had been 
two gentlemen mentioned for that purpose 
who appeared to have the BU[)port of the 
ratopayers, and subscciuontly two others 
had been suggested by Mayor Anderson. 
Thoy would bo pleased to get over tlio dilli- 
nulty by appointing two gentlemen 
nominated by tho City Council. 
When tho letter was rend tho Mayor snid 
tho Government in a spirit of fair play ap- 
parently are desirous that the council should 
suggest two licento commissionera. The 
Council, however, took no action. 

Chiof Carlisle, of tho Fire Department, 
will not be aont to San Franoisco on the 
oooasion of the firemen's tournament, on the 
grounds that the advanfage gained will not 
be worth the outlay. 

The now water commifisioners will have 
to be elected by the people of Vanoouver. 
It was thought by the council of 1893 that 
the waterworks could be far more profit- 
ably handled by three commissioners than 
by the Water and Light comniitteo. 
Consequently Messrs. A. G. Ferguson, R. 
H. Alexander aod Catnbie were elected by 
tho people. The council of 1894, however, 
had scarcely been aworn in when they 
amended the Watorworka Commiesioners' 
by-law in auch a way that tho oommiasionors 
would have to receive all moneys for water- 
works purpoaea through the handa of tho 
City Treasurer. The commissioners were 
not satitied with partial control, stating 
they were little better than a council com- 
niitteo. They resigned after holding office 
two weeka. 

Mr. J. A. Alacfarlane, partner in the firm 
of MoKinnon, Macfarlane & Co., is return- 
ing to Mexico to manage thesmol ing works 
of Bolea & Co. at Santa Rosalia. 

An unusually largo number of Christniia 
preaeuta, some of them valuable, will bo 
Bent to tho dead letter ollieo from this city, 
not being properly uddreaaed. 

D. I. Robinson, tho millionaire president 
of the Atlantic and New England Halibut 
Co., in a communication to Captain Ander- 
son, tho halibut king of this Province, said : 
" I sampled your halibut ahipped to Now 
York. They were in good condition. Keep 
a sharp look out and keep mc posted on the 
halibut question in Britiah Columbia. If I 
do not personally visit you, I will send some 
one to represent me. It only a question 
of time my eatablishing a company in your 
Province." 

In lieu of the Dominion Government 
making over the tide fiat lands of British 
Colnnibia to the Provincial Government 
— the Vancouver City Council will petition 
the Provincial Legislature to donate to the 
city tbe land known as the False Creek 
flats^ These flats are vary shallow at high 
tide and could be easily reclaimed. Tbe 
level stretch would make a model race 
course. 

Tho lucky nnniber that drew the capital 
prize of 375,000 in the Louisiana lottery was 
split in 20 parts and a Vanoouver lady pur- 
chased a 2dct. ticket from a nowa stand on 
Cordova Street two weeks ago.

DIVISIONAL COURT. 



Varrelmann v. Phd'nix BrowingCo. — Tho 
arguments in thia appeal were concluded 
w'len the court delivered judgment 

allowing tho appeal : 

Sir III. H. liogbio, C.J., gave judgment as 
follows : Tliia ia an action in which tho 
phaniill' cluiina f ti,()00 for breach of a con- 
traut in writing inade between himaelf and 
tho defeuilaula, in which, by clause 1, it is 
iigrued : " The said Pheunix Browing Co. 
agrees to employ the said Gustav Varroi- 
man as brow-muster in its lager beer brew- 
ery at Victoria for a period of throe years, 
beginning on the 1st day of March, 1892, 
and, during said period, to pay said Gustav 
Varrelmann, as such brew-master, a 
salary of two hundred and fifty dollars 
a month at tho end of each month." Mr. 
Bodwoll's contention is that thia clause 
should be construed as if tho agreement to 
employ the plaintiff as brewmaator in tho 
detendants' lager beer brewery at Vic 
toria and the agreement to pay him a salary 
of $25D|i month, were alternative provisions, 
in other words, that the word "and" should 
be read "or." In addition to the word 
"and" being used, the word8"a8 such brew- 
master" qualifying the provision for pay- 
ment of the salary, contradict the oonten 
tion. I put it to Mr. Bodwell, and I fail to 
see, what language could have been used 
more completely to express a con 
tract on the part of tbe defendants 
to keep the plaintiff in that speciQc 
employment for tho period mentioned. 
What took place was this : After the end 
of the first year the company amalgamated 
with the Victoria Brewery Co., an arrango- 
ment, 1 dare say, very][oonvonient to tho in- 
terests of both companies, Tho joint busi 
ness could manifestly bo carried on more 
cheaply than tho two separately. One 
brewmaator was sufhcioDt, and it was de- 
cided that tho one to go was Mr. Varrel 
uann, to whom it is accordingly intimated, 
constructively if net in terms, that his ser 
vices aro not further required. The keys 
which ho holds as brewmastor aro demanded 
from him. The brewery atock is carried 
away. The plant in tho brewery is pulled 
to pieces and yet wo uro told that there ia 
no evideuco of hia diamiaaal. It is difficult 
to imagine what evidenco could bo 
stronger, but at all events il 
is (|uite clear that there was evi 
dencc to go to a jury. The defendants 
object that because there was an agreement 
to pay him $250 a month at the end of each 
month, that he should, at tho end of each 
month, have gone and a&ked for hia wages, 
and since be did not do so he cannot^ recover 
anything. That ia a fallacy and a wrong 
view of tho case. A servant who baa been 
diecharged has no right to go month by 
month and ask for his wages, for such a de 
mand could only be made on the basis that 
he was not discharged. I cannot under 
stand snob a defence as that. I think it was 
very unfortunate that the learned judge at 
the trial did not adopt the suggestion of tho 
learned Attorney General and leave it to the 
jury to find the amount of damages, a s such a 
course, in the view which we take, would have 
avoided the necessity for a new trial. 
The motion for a new trial must bo granted. 
If the parties can arrive at an agreement on 
tho question of damages, or to leave the 
question of damages to tho court, a new 
trial will bo unnecessary. In order to give 
counsel opportunity to meet on this sugges- 
tion the order for a now trial will not bo 
drawn up for IS hours. Tho question of 
coats of the motion can bo discussed when 
tho mutter is again spoken to. 

The other two judges concurred in order- 
ing a now trial. 

Mr. Robert Cassidy was counsel for tho 
plaintiff, tho appellant, and Mr, E. V. Bod 
well for tho defendanta.

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THE CASE DISMISSED. 



Fhlneas Hanson Aetinittcd of Responsi- 
bility in (Jouuectiou With Uia 
Wife's IJeath. 



Dr. Duncan Explains Uia Fart in tlie 
Somewliat Celebrated 
Case. 



The case of Phioeas Manaoc, sr., given 
intotlie oMtodyof the city jailer upon the 
coroner'a warrant, and charged with baviug 
hastoned tho death of his wife Charlotte by 
habitual cruelty and nei;Iect, was heard in 
tho City Polico Court yoatorday, five wit- 
neaaea being examined and tho information 
then being diamisaod. Mr. A. L, Belyea 
(Belyea & Gregory) appeared for the de- 
fence. 

Police Constable Stroud L. Redgrave waa 
tho Ursb witaeaa. Ho told how ho found 
the body of tho deceaaed woman In the 
cabin, and the accuacd, drunk and boiater- 
0U8, alao in the room. There waa no evi- 
dence of foul pluy, but ho having received 
inforraatiou that there were bruises on the 
body, concluded that it waa a proper c&so 
for investigation by tho coroner, to whom 
he accordingly reported the matter. He 
had been informed by Constable Smith 
that Dr. Duncan, city health cllicer, had 
been in attendance upon the deceased 
woman, but did not oonimunioate with him, 
not considering it neceaaary under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Crosa-cxamined, the oonatable deposed 
that ho Icnew Munaon waa in the habit of 
iiltreating his wife, having been called in 
half a dozen times to prevent his beating her. 
Frequently he had Been her eyes blaokenod 
or her face bleeding. When he arrived ut 
the cabin on the day of the woman's death, 
the corpse was not laid outr, 'bat on tlie bed, 
dirty and partially iiooovered, with the hair 
very much disheveled. The husband was 
oarousin;; in the room. 

John Kelly, the ocoupant of the adjoining 
cabin separated from the home of the Man- 
sons by a thin partition only, confessed to 
being *' a little hard of bearing," but f^ave 
a graphic account of eventa which he alleged 
to have transpired between Maneon and his 
wife. During Saturday night the woman 
moaned oontiuunlly, aud thosamooccurred on 
Monday from 9 p.m. until about L' in tho 
morning. On tho Utter occasion, Manson 
would imitate the groana of his wifo, and 
finally, at about '2 o'clock, there waa a aouod 
aa though a person — tho woman, ho judgiui 
— had fallen out of lied. Then tho ni»u'a 
voice was heard cursing her as sho tried to 
open tho door leading from their cabin into 
that of tho witneaa. Then tho man (ilan- 
aon) got up and, it appeared from tho sounds, 
placed tho woman back on the bed, and 
lighted tho fire, after which ho wont out, 
returning within halt an hour accompanied 
by his son. Tho latter remained, talking a 
little with hia moth r, while the accused 
again wont out. Witness had never seen 
the accused strike hia wife, though ho hud 
frequently heard him curse and abuse her. 

J. Williams, Kelly'a cabinmate, ex- 
plained that he was not so hard of hearing 
as his partner, but had nob followed the 
eventa of tho Monday night aa related by 
Kelly, aa he had been asleep the greater 
part of the time. On tho Siturduy night to 
which Kelly had referred he had diatinctly 
heard Manson cursing at hia wifo, uud had 
heard her implore him "for God'a sake to 
leave her alone to get a littlo sloop." In 
anawer Manaon renewed his curaes und in- 
timated that " be wouldn't give her any 
more drink if she didn't shut np her groan- 
ing and moaning." She said that she didn't 
want any drink ; only to be let alone. Ho 
had never seen Manson strike his wife. 

Dr. George H, Dunoan, modieal health 
officer for the city, testified to Manson 
having called at his ofBce on Thuraday 
previous to his wife's death, and asked him 
to visit hia wife as she was very ill. He ob- 
tained what particulars of the case he could 
from the husband, and finding that it 
did nob require his immediate attendance— 
and being very busy at the time— gave 
Mansun a local application to relieve tho 
pain and deferred viaiting the patient until 
evening. When ho culled then ho tound 
both the accused and hia wifo (the deceased) 
in bed. Ho inquired into tho history of tlio 
case and made an examination, finding tho 
woman to b; suffering from a loc,Uiz;d in- 
flammation. Ho then told both tho patient 
and her huaband that the former waa seri- 
ously ill aud that tho hospital was tho pro- 
per place for her. Sho objected stron^rly, 
enying ahe would never bo taken to a 
hoapital, and ho (witnepa) then prescribed 
for her, leaving medicine, und giviog 
tho hu!jbaud further dirootions, while again 
urging him to aeud liia wifo to ihu hoapital 
where nhe could receive prnper treatment. 
He gave a partial promise to do ao. On a 
second visit, tho following; day, tho witness 
again urged that tho woman bu taken to tho 
hospital, as it was impoMnible for her to re- 
ceive p-nper earn in the cabin. Manson 
promised faithfully Id gut her in the hoa- 
pital iho following day, and after leaving 
other medicinea and dire .tions witneaa left. 
Ho heard nothing more the case until the 
Tuesday when Constable .Smith called at his 
office, and asked him to make an examina- 
tion of the dead body of a woman lying in 
a cabin on Humboldt street. Inquiry 
elioited the information that the oorpae was 
that of Mrs. Manson, the deceased, and wit- 
ness then told the officer that be had been 
in attendance upon the deoeased and could 
give the cause of death. The constable 
left the office, and the following day the 
witness received an order from tho coroner 
to ho^ a poet mortem examination. He 
waa not instructed to make an analysis of 
tho contents of the stomach, and 
did not conaider an inquest at all 
necessary. Witness had charge of tho 
poat mortem and waa present, I)r, Holdun 
performing tho autopsy and witnean taking 
tho notes. Fiuding the cause of death to 
ho as anticipated general peritonitia, it was 
deemed unueccsaary to proceed further, tho 
condition of tho contonta of the abdomen 
indicating unmistakably (ho cause of death. 
Tho whole body waa well nouriehed and 
there were no marl;a of violence except on 
tho back of tho loft shoulder, where there 
waa u bruise a'.'out ono-balf an inch long and 
about one-eighth of an inch wide, dark red 
in color und which had not penetrated the 
true akin. It could not have had the re- 
motest connection with tho cause of 
death. To tho best of witneaa' knowledge 
hia directions and inatruations were faith- 
fully carried out, in ao far aa tho medicines 
wore concerned, by the accused, and Mra. 
Manaon made no complaint of neglect cr ill- 
treatment. Witness had not been asked 
the cause of death by the Coroner or any 
other authority before the inquest. 

In cross-ezuminatioD, the witness con- 
tinued ! I got a summons to hold an ex- 
amination about 10:30 on Wednesday morn- 
ins, and it took place in Mr, Story's under- 
taking eatablishmenfe between 2 and 3 in tho 
afternoon. The form asked for a comploto 
post mortem eieamibatipn; a complete post 
mortem examination was not made. 
Having a case of ' midwifery on ' hand, 
J aaked Dr. Holden to perform 



tho outopay. I waa called away after got 
ting tho aummona, and it was between 1:.'!0 
and 2 before I waa able to aee Dr. Holden. 
When WB satisfied ouraelvea as to tho 
oauae of death, Dr. Holden remarked that 
there was no necesaity for proceeding fur- 
ther, that he had previously made post 
mortoms for the Coroner, and that ho had 
acted on that opinion believing it waa all 
tho Coroner required. I agreed with him 
that it was unneoeaaary to proceed further. 
Dr. Holden then remarked that the under- 
taker bad charge of the body_ and would 
have it mado ready for burial, and iho 
Coroner and jury waiting on us, we oamo to 
tho court. There was no covering for the 
body in the undertaker's establiahnient but 
a dirty old blanket. 

Dr. Holden teatified in corroboration of 
the statement mado by tho last witneaa, 
and explained that he had previoualy held 
two poat mortenis for Coroner Hasell in each 
case, prooeedinK only until the cause of 
death was definitely located- The Coroner 
made no pbjeotion to this prosedni'o. Mr. 
Hayward or bis foreman bad^infdrmed the 
witness that the undertaker* did the sewing 
up themaetves in preparing the bodies for 
burial. 

Cross-examined : The Coroner and his 
jury should examine the body before post 
raortems,. not \»fter. The body had not 
been oared for in the slighteac in Story's 
establishment. There was nothing in tho 
room to cover the body decently, nor warm 
water to wash anything with, nor a table to 
arrange the body on. We had to make up 
a table ourselves. The place seemed noth- 
ing more than a carpenter's shop. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK.

Sugar fell to 75:,' and then rose to 77J 
ou Philadelphia advices that Judge 
Butler, in tho Government suit, had 
deoidod in favor of tho sugar 
combination. Tho general market rallied 
quickly in sympathy, but aubacquently it 
drifted into dullness. The December state- 
ment of the Chicago, Burlington & Quinoy 
had no effect. It showed a loss in tho gross 
of §G-18,015, and in not of $110,019. In tho 
afternoon it was announced that tho preai- 
denla of three loading trust companies had 
prevailed upon the banking community of 
tho city to Bubacribo to tho now government 
loan. The appeal is being made upon the 
grounds of patriotiam. Over §30,000,000 
were subscribed for. This led to a much 
stronger tone and a general improvement in 
prices. The market closed strong at or near 
the beat prices of tho day.

" THE HE! aiSGUMSTANTlAL." 

The Premier on Monday directed atten- 
tion to a niisrepresentacion made by the 
Times of Saturday so fjroaa and so impudent 
as to bo absolutely astoundinH. So positive 
were the statements of our eonteiiiporury, 
80 confident its tone and so minutely wore 
all particulars given, that as one not 
intimately acquainted with last session's 
prooeedines of the Legislative Assembly 
and the unsorupuloua reckleGsness of the 
Times, would for a moment Imagine that 
there was not a single word of truth in its 
accusations. The Premier showed in a few 
sentences that the article of the organ of the 
Opposition on " The Chinese Vote " was 
based on a falsehood, and that consequently 
all the inferences and conclusions which it 
drew from its own fabrication wore as false 
as they were unjust. 

Commenting on Dr. Watt's resolution to 
farther restriot Chinese immigrAtioQ, it 
said.: "Last year a similar resolution 
offered by Mr, Keith was voted down, and 
it is interesting to recall tiio division list on 
that occasion." Then followed tho names 
of the members who were said to have 
voted for and against the resolution. Tho 
truth ia that an e.Kaotly similar resolution 
was last year proposed, not by Mr. Keith 
bat by Mr. Punch, and it passed, like this 
year's resolution to the same effect, without 
a division. 

Our contemporary, not satisfied with giv- 
ing the names of those who voted 
on its imaginary division, mentioned 
those of aeveral gentlemen who made 
speeohes in opposition to the resolution. 
Of course the gentlemen - to whom speeches 
were attributed were all members and sup- 
porters of the Government. Not only 
therefore did the Times suppress tho name 
of the member who moved the anti- 
Chinese resolution last year, Mr. 
Punch, who has given the Government an 
independent support, but it invented a 
division in which all who voted against re- 
stricting Chinese immigration wore, with 
the exception of Messrs. Sword and Grant, 
on the Goyernmeat aide. Could this bo the 
result of acoident ? We may say, in paaa- 
iag, that in the very same isaue ia the cor- 
rection of a miarepreaentation reapecticg 
Mr. Home, who, tor being favorably dis- 
posed towards the Government, bus incurred 
the organ's enmity. 

In Monday's Times there is what pur- 
ports to be a correction of the false state- 
ments of Saturday's issue, but wliich ia 
scarcely less impudent and lesa malicious 
than the original misrepresentation. There 
is not one word of regret that it had belied 
members and supporters of the Govern- 
ment, there ia nothing in it that ana be con- 
strued into an apology or even an explana- 
tion. Although it was demonstrated that 
there were no grounds for its aoousations 
and auapioiona and reproaches, it brazenly 
repeata them in another form, and without 
even the pretence of having for them 
any foundation in fact. After admitting 
that last year " the Legislative Assembly 
adopted a resolution on Chineac immigra 
tion offered by Mr. Punch aimilar to that 
which waa passed at l)r. Watt's inatance, 
tho other day," it adds: "This fact does 
not remove tho impression that a number of 
the members aro mueh readier, now that dis- 
solution oloaoly approaches, to support re- 
striotive proposals than they were a year 
ago." A year ago, as the journals of the 
HouBO show, the members voted unani- 
mously for a very rostriotivo moaauro, Thoy 
did precisely tho same this yoor. How 
then can tho Times with oven tho semblance 
of truth or reason say that thoy are " much 
readier" to vote for restrictive measures this 
year than they were last t Their action last 
year wos precisely the same as it is this. 
Tho approach of dissolution has not made 
tho alightoat dill'oronco. But tho Times in 
its oagernoBS to discredit the Government 
and those who support it, haa, as the instance 
we hare adduced abundantly shows, no re- 
gard to the truth and no respect for tho in- 
telligence of its readers. When caught in 
the act of misrepresenting and maligning

The more Mr. Kitchen flounders tho 
deeper he sinks in the mire of equivocation 
and falsehood. During Thursday's debate, 
while ho was vainly trying to find excuses 
for retaining u document which had been 
inadvertently handed to him inside a copy 
of the Publio Accounts, he asserted that 
•' Mr. MoLigan had a copy of tho Public 
Accounts, several days before you handed 
me a copy." Wo quote the report of tho 
Times. On Monday tho Leader of the Gov- 
ernment read a letter from Mr. McLagan 
oiiipbatioally denying that be had a 
copy of the Publio Accounts as stated 
by Mr. Kitchen. This point blank 
denial appears to have rattled tho 
excitable member, and he explained and 
equivocated like a convicted schoolboy. He 
said that the Publio Accounts were in the 
hands of Mr. McLagan on the table at the 
Maple Ridge meeting. So the "several 
days" dwindled down to seeing them on tho 
table at a publio meeting. Even this Mr. 
Sword, who was appealed to for teetimony, 
could not say for sure; ho only (liomjlil Mr. 
McLagan had tho book. Mr, Kitchen ap- 
pealed to Mr. Dftvie if the book was not on 
the table at Maple Ridge where Mr. Mo- 
Lagan could see it. Anything more 
puerile and silly than Mr. Kitchen's attempt 
to get out of tho corner in which Mr. Mo- 
Liigan had pinned him can hardly be im 
ugiced. In hia perplexity and confusion 
the bewildered member went so far 
as to repudiate his faithful and zealous ad 
vooate, tho Times. For tho report of what 
ho had said appeared in tho Times only, and 
it has all tho appearance of being Mr 
Kitchen's exact words. It was awfully un- 
grateful and unkind of him to attempt to 
throw doubt on the careful report of the 
organ of his party which is working so hard 
to drag him out of tho difliculty in which 
his own foolishneaa and want of principle, aa 
well aa want of accuracy, have placed him. 
Tlic Times had better give Mr. Kitchen up 
as a hopoloaa case. He will be sure to undo 
by his blundering and want of consistency 
all that any friend or advocate can do for 
him. 

THE SIGHT PRINCIPLE. 

Those who have read Alderman Keith 
Wilson's speech must admit that ho is c 
clear-headed man who knows what the eity 
wants and sees plainly how it can be ob 
tained. This ability to plan in connection 
with tho will to do ia what makea tho 
ccipablo adminiatrator. We truat that tho 
enterprising alderman has ulao tho faculty 
of Infusing into others his spirit and 
of prevailing Open them to back him up in 
carrying out the scheme he has outlined. 

All are agreed that what he proposes to 
do ia neoeasary. It ia evident that tho first 
step in systematic civic reform is to com- 
plete tho sewering of the city, or, rather, to 
put tho business in such a shapo that the 
work will, after it is onoe fairly oom- 
menced, go on almost automatically. This 
ia one of tho great advantages of the 
betterment or local improvement system. 
It requires no herculean elTort to keep it 
working when it is onco established. Im- 
provements will be made by thoso who need 
them, and paid for by those who benefit by 
them. What fairer plan can there be than 
thia, and what moro effective ? 

Is there auythir.g unreaaonablo in expect- 
ing the city to be improved and made a de- 
lightful place of reaidenco by the aamo 
means as those by which it was built. Pri- 
vate enterprise intelligently directed h.-ks 
been suiBcient to build the city, why can it 
not be equally effective in supplying it with 
all needful improvementa ? What tho citi- 
zens have done for themaolves has on tho 
whole been well done, what thoy have 
entrusted to tho corporation has, 
almost without an exception, been badly 
and blunderingly done. If the citizens 
have been able to build commodious housoa 
for themaolvoa and to surround very many 
of them with beautiful grounds, why can 
thoy not in pretty much the same way 
supply themsalves with tho convcnienoes 
which they need and which they use in 
common? Why cannot a property owner 
pave his own street and dig his own drain 
as well as build hia own house and lay out 
hia own grounds and garden ''. Thia is tho 
prinoiijlo of tho local improvement plan. It 
has worked well in the one case, why should 
it not in the other ? 

We believe that if the local improvement 
plan had been introduced into thia city 
twenty years ogo it would to-day bo well 
drained, well paved, and well lighted, and 
would not be burdened with such a debt as 
it has to boar. But it ia novor too 
late to mendt ^nd tho sooner tho groat im 
provementa of tho city aro loft, aa far as 
they can be left, to private cntorpriso and 
Individual energy and intelligence, tho 
sooner they will be obtained and the better 
thoy will be when they are obtained. 

THE RiailT WAY. 

VVo are glad to see that a systematic 
effort ia being made to relievo those who are 
in distress for want of employment. It is 
right and proper to give temporary relief in 
urgent oases to the needy, but indiscrimin- 
ate giving is calculated to do almost as much 
harm aa good, Tho aolf-respocting man or 
woman wants to give value for what he or 
she receives. There are people, and those, 
too, among the most deserving, who will 
endure almost any suffering before they can 
bring themselves to accept gratuitous aid. 
It goes terribly against their grain to bo 
objects of charity, Thia feeling of 
sturdy indopcndonco is most praiseworthy, 
and should ho respected. Help should be 
given to those who are so unfortunate 
aa to be without work and without money 
in such a way as not to hiimiUate them. 
Many a man who is ashamed to aooept alms 
would be glad to work for every cent's worth j 



he gets to"' tide -liini over the present hard 
times. There is nothing humiliating in 
honest work, no matter what kind it is. And 
there is no necessity to make work for the 
unemployed in this city. There is work for 
mmy hands in the city and the Park 
which requires to be done and which must 
bo done before very long. The idle men 
should be set to do this woijk. Fair wages 
should be givon them at so much a day or so 
much nn hour. Tho work, too, should not 
bo aham work, aa has been unfortunately 
too much of tho oorporatioB work, Every 
man who engages to work should do it as 
well and os onergetioally aa he is oblo, Tho 
Corporation ia a buaineaa concern, and it 
should have its work dono on buaineaa prin 
ciplea. Leafing on tho streets and in tho 
park, with a pick or shovel in hand, is roally 
more diegracoful than loafing at the street 
corners, for it is loafing with diahonosty and 
hypocriay added. Wo trust that the City 
Council will soon be in a position to 
give every unemployed man who is really 
willing to work the omplovniont he neoda, 
Private bonevolonoo can find enough to do 
to aid the weak and the siok and the help 
leas children who are in want, and who have 
no ono to provide for thorn. But tho strong 
men, both for their own aakoa and tho sake 
of tho community, should bo required to 
cam aullioiont for their own support and tho 
aupport of thoso dependent on them. \\ e 
trust that no time will bo lost in preparu 
tion, for " wait" is a word which a hungry 
man who has hungry children to provide for 
hates to hear.

The Tweuty-First Annual Meeting of 
Tliia Useful luatitution-EIec- 
tion of OUieers. 



La,st Year tho Most Successful ami 
Eventful in the History of 
the Home. 



Very interesting and gratifying were the 

proceedings at tho twonty-firat annual meet- 
ing of tho B. C. Protoatant Orphans' Homo, 
laat evening, iu the committee room of tho 
City Hall. Mr. F. H. Worlook, tho preai 
dent, was in the choir, there being also pro 
sent Right Rev. Bishop Cridge, Mr. Charles 
Hayward, honorary seoretory ; Mrt Charlea 
Kent, Mr. J. Hutcheson, treosurer ; Mr. 
N. Shakespeore, Mr. Carmichael, Hon. 
Senator Macdonald, Mr. J. B. Chant- 
trell and Mr. P. R. Brown ; and 
also tho following ladies : Mra. Cridge, 
Mrs. Kont, Mrs. Worlock, Mrs. Sargieon, 
Mra. Haywnrd, Mra. Hutcheson and Mra. 
Jcnkina. 

Tho meeting was short but effected o 
great deal of work, tho crowning souroe of 
aatisfuction elicited toeing that tho Home 
and ita allaira are in a highly satiafuotory 
condition. In reviewing tho events of tho 
past year tho president's report referred to 
tlio memorable character of tho period just 
cloaod, principally in tho opening of tlio 
new and handaomo homo provided by tho 
princely beneticenco of ono uum, tho lato J. 
G. Taylor, who would be remembered aa the 
greatest bencfactoT of tho Home. Kofor- 
enoe waa also made to tho aaaistanco ren- 
dereii in thia nuittor by Mr. R. O. Allaop, 
and to Mr. R. M. Fripp, who generously 
donated to tho funds of tho Homo tho whole 
of bis fee for adjudicating on tho compoti- 
tivo plana sent in for tlio new building. The 
comniitteo felt, said tho president, that the 
time will never come when they will ask tho 
public in vain for tho funds necessary to 
carry on tho Home. (Applause.) The re- 
port also stated tho connnitioe's satisfaction 
at still retaining the services of Mrs. 
Walker as matron, " the management of 
;ho Homo by thia liidy being excellent." 

The thanks of the conniiitteo were also 
convoyed to the ladies, who had done t\ 
groat deal of extra work during tho paat 
year; also to Ura. G. L. Milno and T.J. 
Jones, who had cheerfully and gratuitously 
given their professional services when ever 
desired. 

This was the first oooasion on which the 
secretary, Mr. Cbas. Hayward, presented a 
report, this duty being rendered necessary 
by the new rulea. He said that the closing 
year bad been an eventful, but without 
doubt the most auooesaf al in the exlatecco of 
the inatitution, witneaaing aa it did the in- 
auguration of the new home, a creditable 
feature in connection with which was that 
the transition >vaB made without incurring 
any serious liabilitiea, or at all impairing 
tho usefulness of tho Homo. The added 
labor aud reoponaibilitiea, however, had been 
materially lightened by tho harmony pro- 
vailing among the various committees. Mr. 
Hayward gave a full account of the opening 
of the new building, which waa reported at 
tho time. Ho further showed that there 
had been a total of Ijfty-nino children pro- 
vided for during tho year, the number at 
tho laat report being forty-one, and admit- 
ted since eighteen. There were, happily, 
no deaths; two girls had been placed at 
service, and eleven children had been taken 
out, leaving a total of forty-six in tho home, 
twonty-four boys and twenty-two girla. 
The number of applications for admission 
are constantly increasing, many of whom 
are reaidents from tho Sound, so that tho 
committee had to exurciso extreme care, ao 
as to serve the best interests of the institu- 
tion withouv approaching anything like 
harahneas. Iu several iostaDces outside 
relief had boon given rather than burden 
the charitable public with what properly 
belongs elsewhere. 

An analyaia of tho treasurer's, (Mr. 
Ilutcheaon,) report showed a gratifying 
state of things, the BubsoriptionB and do- 
nations for the year (irrespective of tho 
Taylor legacy) being tbo lamest yot, and 
amounting to the sum of $3,700 iu round 
figurpp; '.he expenditure, on the other hand, 
WIS $.3,500. Thie gave the coat per child 
for the year at $77, an economical result 
that had: been attained mainly by the 
capable management of the ladies, asaiated 
by the contributions of a host of friends. 
Allowing for everything in the way of the 
aesets, it might fairly bo stated that tho 
new building ia fully equipped without any 
encumbrances whatever. 

Tho threo reports were received and 
adopted, aud a cordial vote of thanks passed 
to the ladiea in recognition of their aolf-do- 
nying work, after which tho meeting re- 
Bolvod itaelf into a committee of tlio whole 
for tho election of ollicera, the following be- 
ing tho result. Ladiea committee ;

SINGLE TAX OLUB 

Decide to Canvass tho City In the Interests 
of Their System. 

There waa a good attendance laat evening 
ar tho regular weekly meeting of the .Single 
Tax Club. President Howell having opened 
tho proceedings, Mr. liorridge and Jlr, 
Cameron reported as a special cominittefl 
that they hud placed before tho Trades and 
Labor Council the resolution of the club in 
regard to acting cuiijoiiitly in choosing a 
candidate for tho I'rovinoial elections, and 
tho matter waa left in their bunds. 

Tlio presideut stated in this conneotion 
that tho Trades and Labor Council v.'ould 
present tho matter to the different unions 
and obtain their views. Tlie report was 
received and tbe committee retained. 

Mr. Cohen reported in regard to asking tho 
Go/ernment if they would remove the §200 
deposit required f^pni legislative candidates, 
that through some misunderstanding of the 
hour un interview had not taken place. 

As tho President stated that Dr. Watt's 
motion on the subject would come up in the 
House tho committee was discharged. 

Mr. Cohen moved that at next mooting 
there should bo a practical exposition of 
"proportional representation," and in sup- 
porting his motion claimed that the present 
system of election was unfair. By his pro- 
posal it was decided to nominate six candi- 
dates, print ballot papera and have an elec- 
tion next meeting to show the working of 
proportional representation. 

It was decided on motion of Mr. Sangster 
to invito J. C. Brown, M.P. P. , to address a 
meeting at tho City hall on corporation own- 
ership of electric light and tramways on 
February 14, if the City hall could bo 
seourod for that evening. 

Mr. Nevin having moved that a register 
bo opened for the names favorable to Kingle 
Tax, Rev. Mr. Arden suggested that a can- 
vass of the city on tho card system should 
bo undertaken by tho club. Air. Scaifo and 
others spoke favorably on tho idea of a can- 
vass, and after some discussion Messrs. 
Cohen, J. Cameron and A. II Scaife wero 
appointed a committee to draw up cards, 
divide tho city into wards and report at next 
meeting. 

Ml'. Herridge then took up a letter signed 
by W. F. Macdonald in tho Colonist, dif- 
fering from tlio ainglo tax system. He cal- 
culated, roughly speaking, 50,000 lots in 
tho city. This at $15,000,000 for tho as- 
ecssnieut gave an average lot value of ^,300, 
and even with an assessment per lot of 5 
per oent. or $15 a lot, he held that small 
amount would cover all taxes direot or in- 
dtrecb. He went on to olaim that the argu- 
ment that capital gave employment to labor 
was the truth upside down. It was labor 
that gave capital employment. 

Mr. McMillan recalled the time when the 
best part of Ontario was backwoods and 
that tho land had beenbronght to its present 
productiveness by the labor of pioneers who 
had no capital. 

Thos. Forster, M. P. P., condemned land 
speculation as debarring tho poorer classes 
from purchasing liousea. 

On Mr. St. Harb's suggestion Messrs. 
Scaife, Berridge and St. Barb wero ap- 
pointed a committee to draw up a table 
showing tbe amount that city lots would 
have to pay if the whole amount of taxes 
were placed on the land alone on single tax 
prinoiplea. 

It was also decided to request the City 
Council to have tbe atsessmenti roll for 1 804 
printed and published. 

The meeting adjourned after congratu- 
lating the City Council for reducing the 
assessment of improvements from 60 per 
cent, to 25 per cent, 



Thk members of the James Bay Athletic 
Association are once mjre turning their at- 
tention to gymnastics, and as many as pos- 
silile are expected to bo present at tho club 
house this evening for practice.

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JUSTICE SATISFIED. 



Albert J. Stroebel Pays on 
Seairold tho Penalty: of Hia' 
Crime.

Impassive to the Eiul, He Meets Uis 
Fato With Calm- 

uess. 



Albert J. Stroobol yestorday morning sat- 
isfied with hia life the debt to justice and 
the law inourred by him on the 19th of 
April last. The execution was in the 
flmuUerS yard in roar of the Provincial 
jail, where Sproule expiated hia crime seven 
yeara ago, and was witnesaed by about fifty 
or sixty poraona. Contrary to general auti- 
oipations, the condemned man remained 
calm and impasaivo to the end. Hia last 
night waa spent iu fitful slumber and ho 
rose and drcBaed early, declining any break- 
fast, and entertaining hia guards for some 
time with seleotionB on the tnouthorgan. 
Then be welcomed his spiritual "advisers, 
Rev. Father Nicolaye and Bev, Father 
Van Goethem, who during the last few days 
have divided with the death-watch the oare 
of the condemned, and who when the fate- 
ful hour arrived went with him to the 
aciiffold. The prisoner had been spared the 
agony of hearing the hammering and saw- 
ing inseparable from the conatruotion of the 
acall'old ; Iho grim inatruniont of doatli had 
been built at a joinery aomo distance away 
days before, in aucli a manner that when 
the tiino arrived tlio various pieces were 
fitted and hooked togullier swiftly and 
noiaolcBsly. 

The courtyard opening directly from the 
jail, the procession to the scullolii ((uickly 
reached it. Stroebel walked rapidly, un- 
supported by the guards nooonipauyiug 
liiin. Only the Shorili', Hon. Dr. Ilolmckcn, 
the j'lil jjhysioiun, Kev. Fathers Kicol.iye 
and Van Ooothcm, tho condemned criminal 
and the hiuignian ascended to the platform. 

While the executioner was pinionirg hiii 
limbs aud arranging tho fearful prolunin- 
aries, ytroebol's oyea wandered over the 
whitewashed fence to the trees and aUy on 
which he was looking for the last time. 
His mind was active, however, and when 
asked if ho hud anythiug to aay, ho ([uickly 
met tho gaze of the queaiioning oflicial. 

" I can only say this much," ho replied, 
speaking clearly and distinctly, " I am 
very thankful to everybody for tho kind- 
ness they've shown me. No one need have 
no fear but that you're hanging a guilty 
man. I don't hold no grudge against no- 
body. I hope to meet you all in the better 
land. I wish you all good-bye. That's all 
I have to say." 

Then, with a glance toward Rev. Father 
3Ticolaye, the condemned man continued : 
" The reason I say this ia to free the jury'a 
conscience in thinkin' they've done anything 
wrong. The jury done their jury ail 
through, and everybody else has." 

Intimating that this was all he wished to 
say, Stroebel again turned his face toward 
Father Nicolaye, who immediately began 
the reoitition of the acts of Faith, Hope, 
'Charity and Contritiuo, the condemned man 
giving the responses in a clear voice. Then 
he allowed the executioner to adjust tho 
white cap, and as Father Nicolaye began 
the prayer for the dyinr the bolt waa drawn, 
and the body of the unfortunate young man 
ehot downward from the view of the specta- 
tors of the fearful aoene. There was 
a momentary convulsive tremor of 
the portion of tho rope in siglit and all waa 
over. Tho body was cut down about an 
hour later, and tho inquest and other 
iormulities being disposed of, was buried, 
as customary, iu tho jailyard. Stroobel'a 
promised cunfeaaion was made to tho guards 
on Monday evening. He did not enter at 
all into the details of his crime, but said that 
he waa guilty of tho murder and sorry for 
hia crime, as well as for having lied about it 
all along in tho hope of his falsehoods benefit- 
ting hia case. 

The story of tho crime thus expiated on 
the acalfold is tho moat remarkable in tho 
annals of the law in this Proviuco. John 
Marshall, an oged farmer wos found dead in 
his own house, lying partly acroas the door- 
step, at day-break on the 20th April last, 
and Albert J. Stroebel, who was 21 years 
old on the 12th of the present month, waa 
convicted of tho murder on purely circum- 
stantial evidence, after two very sensational 
trials, tho jury diaagreeing on the first occa- 
sion. 

The first trial lasted eight days; tbevenuo 
was then changed from Westminster to Vic- 
toria, and the second trial lasted thirteen 
days, about forty witnesses being examined. 
Stroebel testified on his own behalf on each 
occasion, being many hours in tho witnoaa 
box, and cunningly explaining all tho pointa 
tnado againat him. After the jury returned 
their verdict, and Judge Walkom asked 
him what ho had to aay before 
sentence was pronounced, ho atill main- 
tained hia innocence, but tho day following 
ho adndtted to his sweetheart Liz/.io liart- 
lett, that he had done the deed. Hia con- 
fession stopped the circulation of a petition, 
then already prepared, asking for a com- 
mutation, on tho ground that the evidence 
wan not satisfactory, and ao thoroughly had 
Stroebel's story iu)poaed on many of tho 
public that they actually resented tho jury'a 
verdict, being aharply rebuked by the 

■ Judge. Stroebel'a later atatementa, like hia 
story in tho box, have every evidence of 
falaehood, in all but tho material point that 
ho did the killing, for in thorn ho endeavor- 
ed to make himself a horo by tho allegation 
that the old farmer had made an inaulting 
reforcnco to Lizzio Bartlett, which ho, aa 
her promised husband, was bound to hotly 
reaont. Then Marshall picked up an axe 
ond camo towards him, when he shot in aelf- 
defonce. His former story waa that ho 
spent tho otherwise unaccounted for houra 
botweoD 5\i0 and 10 p.m., on tho fatal lUth 
April, first in fishing until dark, about 

"7:30, (in a place where no fish were ever 
caught), and then in going home, a distance 
of a little over a mile, alleging that he fell 
on the way and hurt himself so that he bad 
to lie down by the railway track for nearly 

-an hour. 

His sweetheart gave ovldenoe in corrobo- 
ration of the invented fish story, alleging 
that he brought home three fish on the even- 
ning of tho 19th, and threw them away be- 
cause aho mado fun of them. He had able 
couueol who eought to prove by this alibi 
that ho could not have boon at Marshall's at 
tho time the murder was alleged to have 
been committed, and they further niado o 
determined effort to show that it could not 
have been committed at that hour at all, 
•but muat have happened in tho morning, ao 
that Stroebel could not have been oonneotod 
with it. Tho little community divided on 
the queation into two bitterly hoatilo campa 
and aomo of tho moat reapootod reeidenta 
camo forward with ovidonco in direct con- 
tradiction of what are now admitted to have 
been tho facta. Tho Crown fixed the hour 
of tho crimo at niuo o'clock, becauso at thai 
timo Maruhall'a dog barked aa if iu dia- 
troaa. Tho defenco brought respectable 
imon who swore 'that -other dogs were bark- 



ing, and that Marshall's waa not beard from 
at all. Tho fact that tho remaina of a meal 
wore on tho table and that tho lamp waa 
aliglit when the body waa found, tho Grown 
put forward aa ovidanoo that tho murderer 
had Bupped with his victim ofter dark and 
then killed him; tlio defense contended that 
tho nioal waa breakfast and pointed to the 
lamp as conclusivo evidence that tho deed 
waa done in dio morning, beoauBC tho light 
burned until extinguished by the police at 
2 o'clock in tlie afternoon, and they produc- 
ed and lighted in court a lamp Bworn lo be 
almost identical with Marahall's, but which 
exhausted its oil in .twelve houra. Thia 
was at the first trial. For the second, tho 
real lamp was produced, and after it had 
been alight for twenty-four houra, there still 
remained oil sullicient for Boveral hours 
more. 

But tho moat damning evidence produced 
by tho Crown waa that of tho buUota ex- 
tracted from tho dead man's head ; they 
■\vero peculiarly marked, aa if by a defect 
caused by rust in the barrel of tho weapon 
through which they had pnsscd, and a shot 
fired aa an experimont from Stroubel'd re- 
volver into a Buck of fiour produced a bullet 
identically marked. To oiVaet this, tho do- 
fenoo laid atreaa upon tho fact that another 
man, whose habits wuro not the moat 
exemplary, had been seen with Stroebel'a 
revolver, and also know that Marshall had 
the money, to obtain which was sup- 
posed would be the motive for the 
orinie. The Crown in eatabliahing 
motive adduced evidence that Stroebel was 
engaged to his landlady's daughter, Lizzie 
Barlett, and thongh impecunious, a partial 
cripple, and working only by fita and starta, 
waa ambitions to immediately marry, and to 
buy out a small barber shop out of which ho 
exppcted to make his living. Two boys 
who had been at Marshall's house the Sun- 
day previous, saw him pull out of a bag 
soverul twenty dollar gold pieces, which he 
exhibited with pride, and this story was 
told in Stroebel's presence. When the dead 
body was found, the pocket was tnmed in- 
side out, and Marahall'a purse lay beside it. 

Tho facta brought out, combined with 
Strotbiil's atory told at dill'orent timea, give 
probability to thia as the atory of what actu- 
ally did happen : Stroobol, it ia thought, 
left home on tho morning of tho 19th with 
the idea not of committing murder, but of 
obtaining tho coveted gold by robbery. Ho 
went to Marahall'a house, Eipcnt several 
hours there, and took dinuer with his old 
friend, having many opportunities to look 
for the money, but not finding it ; 
after the murder tho neighbors found 
tho gold in most unlikely places. Thus 
balUed, Stroebel left tho houae early in tho 
afternoon, and went to work with a neigh- 
bor in an adjoining field, whence ut H-.'M ho 
started to go homo. Then his evil geniua 
prompted him to return to Marshall's and 
achieve hia end by violence, for ho had como 
to the conclusion that tho wary old f irmer 
carried hia gold with him. Ho accordingly 
again visited the houBO where for years ho 
had been a welcome guest, and took aupper 
with the Bolitary boat. 

Probably about 9 o'clock ho arose to go. 
Marahall led the way to tho door, and aa he 
opened it, Stroebel placed at his neck the 
muzzle of tho revolver which he always car- 
ried, and fired a shot which severed tho 
spinal cord, causing his victim to fall life- 
less at his feet. Not knowing that one 
shot sufiicod, he placed the rovolvor to the 
dead man's forehead uud fired again. 
Then he hastily searched for tho gold, 
but found none, and being frightened 
that the piteous barking of the dog would 
lead to discovery, made bis way home with 
no profit whatever for his dreadful crime. 
Had be at first told the latur story of self- 
defence his oounacl could have made such a 
case that the crime might have been re- 
dnsed to manslaughter, but as it was tho 
absurd fishing story, coupled with the evi- 
dence of tho bullets, sufficed to ensure hia 
condemnation. 



DEAD-LOCK SETTLED. 

The Lords and C'onnuons Como to an Under- 
standing un Euiiiloycrs Liability 
lilU. 

London, Jan. 30 — Tho Houao of Lorda 
by a largo niiijority rf jeotcd tho proposal 
mado by the Marcjuis f t Ripon, Si cretary 
of State for tho Coloniee, that the 
reasons of the House of Commons for dis- 
agreeing with the amendments made by the 
Houao of Lorda to tho Kmployers' Liability 
bill bo considered. The Fori of Camperdown 
then moved as an amendment that 
workmen in trades who have in'surance funds 
to whichtboiremployers contribute beallow- 
ed to contract outof tho provisions of the bill. 
Tho amendment waa agreed to. The Karl of 
Dudley alao proposed an amendment that if 
tho insurance funds were not sulHcicnt, and 
tho employers were ntt willing to make up 
the deficiency tho workmen would have 
their remedy by action at ordinary law. 
This amendment waa alao adopted, and tho 
house then adjourned. 



American Lexntlon nobbed. 

Rome, Jan. 29. — Burglars entered tho 

American legation last night, looted tho aa/o 
anddcska, and set fire to alllho papcr.s in tho 
oflico. A number of archives wore destroy- 
ed and tho oflicea are ruined. Minister Pot- 
ter says no valuable documents were de- 
stroyed. Tho police aro at work on tho 
case. Tho motive of the thieves in so care- 
fully deatroying tho papers, especially the 
archives, ia inexplicable.

— Joseph Cbamberlain, 
leader of the Liberal Unionists, in a speech

Rio Janeiro, Jan, 27, via Montevideo, 
Jan. 30.— Early on the morning of tho 24th 
iustuDt a alrong force of insurgents landed 
on Bom Jesu island under cover of a fire 
from their launchoa, and captured tho earth- 
works from the Government troops. One 
field gnn and a quantity of ammunition also 
fell into their hands. Eaongh prisoners to 
load one of the launches were made by the 
insurgents. It is reported that twenty-five 
were killed and seventy wounded. Two 
merchant launches wore carried ofl' and, it 
is stated along tho shore, that they were 
deatroyed. The Government forooa aro en- 
gaged in mounting heavy cannon on the 
colTeo dooka, It ia probable that this action 
may provoke tho inaurgenta to again bom- 
bard the city. 

There ia no basis whatever tor tho report 
thati liear Admiral Benham, commanding 
tho American tqundron here, ia acting in au 
odieial cipacity in the attempt to bring 
about a settlement of tho trouble by arbi- 
tration. That ho ia seeking to bring tho 
troubles to an end is true, but ho ia simply 
acting aa a private citizen in tho negotiation. 
Admiral da Gamii, tho commander of tho 
inaurgent fleet before tho city, made a viait 
to tho San Fronciaco, Admiral lienham'a 
flag ship, on Monday and Tueaday and to- 
day General Joa. Carvalbo, an intimate 
friend of President Peixoto, called upon Ad- 
miral Benham, when the aituutiou was fully 
discussed. Admiral Benham'j comment on 
the negotiations is that Admiral da Ganiu 
asks too much and Peixoto will concede too 
little. 

There arf rrnewala of tho reports that tho 
inaurgenta have made further gains in tho 
State of I'aru. It ia said that there ia no 
excitement in tho State of San Paolo. Tho 
best informed sympatlii'/.era v/ith tho insur- 
gents say that reinforcements for thoae 
Sgbting the Government here will not come 
overland from Parana, as to do so they 
would have to cross high mountains and a 
wilderness. The insurgents have not landed 
at Niothoroy since they failed to hold tho 
railroad station there. It i« said among the 
insurgent sympathizers that the failure of 
the Government naval fleet to arrive hero ia 
duo to tho fact that the officers of the vea- 
eola have been bribed to delay their arrival 
as long OS poaaiblo. Mr. Thompson, the 
American Minister, hopes to inako his first 
call on President Peixoto to day. Hitherto 
ho has been snubbed daily, and has found it 
usnleaa to attempt to meet him. 

The bombardment of Forts Villegaignon 
and Cobras, draws few spectators, tho 
novelty of tho tiring having worn olf. The 
frequent musketry fire around the custom 
house excites comment only when some 
poor fellow is killed. Tho infcurgeuta say 
that the Governuient victory at liage, in the 
state of Kio Grande do Sul, where the in- 
surgents were forced to retreat after be- 
sieging the city for a long time, cost 3U0 
lives among the loyal forces. There ia un 
average of seventeen casea of yellow fever 
daily. A fair amount of business is being 
done. The rate of exchange is 
tho lowest ever known. Tho Minis- 
ter of Justice, reprcaenting Peixoto, 
engaged to meet Admiral lionham 
ofBciiiUy at noon yesterday at the American 
consulate. The admiral, attired iu full uui- 
form, was at the consulate at the appointed 
time, but the Minister of Justice did not 
aiipuar. Admiral Benham waited for an 
hour, and as the minister bad not then ap- 
peared he left. An hour later, an orderly 
from the ministry went to the consulateand 
said that the Minister of Justice was en- 
gaged elsewhere that day but did not tender 
an apology for his absence. All the oEBoers 
and men of tho American fleet ore wild over 
the diseourtcoua treatment accorded Ad- 
miral lienham by the miniatcr. 

A naval battle between the American 
fltet on one aide and tho shipa of the intu- 
geuts under Admiral da (lama was alnjoat 
j.>reci[)itated in the baibor of Rio yeaterday. 
Three American barks notified Admiral 
lieuhum they wished to g'l to tho Sandro 
piers, and they were assured thry would be 
prottcted. Da Gama learning this nntitied 
.IJeuhjUi that if the vessels attempted to go 
to tlie piers ho would fire .on them. Ail- 
miral lienham promptly signalled tlio D i- 
troit and she at once steamed in towanl the 
fhoro, clearing for action as she camo and 
warning the rebel ships that Ailiniral Ben- 
ham would not permit any intoiferenco with 
shipa flying tho American Qag, and that 
they would go to the piera protected by the 
entire Amerieaii fleet if necessary. 

Kirly this morning five insurgent togs 
hovered about the American harks evi- 
dently waiting f ir them to get; uuder way, 
when they would lire upon them. Mean- 
time groat activity waa noticed aboard tho 
Americiin warslii|-6. 

Tho shrill w)iintli!'g of tho boatswains 
piping the crewti r- clear decka for action 
could bo heard coming from all ships of tho 
American lleet. At 5 o'clock the Detroit 
hoisted anchor and, with shotted guns, 
steamed alonnaide the insurgent warships 
Trajino and Guanal)ara, both of which were 
lying close to the Good INewa, one of the 
American barka. Aa the Detroit took her 
position a shot from tho Ouanabara waa 
lired al tho Good News. Tho Detroit at 
once sent a six-pounder ball ucroaa the bows 
of the Guanabi'ia, whereupon the latter re 
plied with what ia snppoaed to have been 
blank shot. The Detroit then fired a small 
shell into tho Guauabara'a atern post, and 
was on the point of delivering a broad 
side at the Guanabara when the 
la,tter signalled she would stop firing. 

Meantime the agent of Da Gama had 
visited all three Ameriean barks anil ofTered 
to tow them at the expense of the insurgents 
if they woVld not uo to tho piers. This 
they agreed to do. This arrangement ■ 
signalled to Do Gamu, who replied, "It a 
ton lale, the glass is broken, I must yield 
to tluB foreign lleet of superior force. I will 
resign ami give my sword to the American 
Admiral." It waa expected later in th 
day that: all tho iuf.urgnnt officers would 
seek an asylum on the American shipa, but 
tho younger ufBcera would not yield, lien 
ham said last night that Da Gunia, by hia 
failure to surrender, had lost tho easy way 
out of hia trouble. He added, "However, 
that's nothing to me, we have established 
our principle." 

It is now inferred that Admiral Benham's 
action will result in another conferenoo of 
the foreign naval con)inandera hero for a 
plan of concerted action. It ia said that 
the l''ngliBh minister hero ia inclined to re 
cognize Saldanlia'a forcea as bclligorents 
but tho conferenco of foreign diplomats here 
will simply pursue their old lino with regard 
to the protection of the property of foreign- 
era afloat in the hay. 

MoNTKVlDEO, Jan. 30. — A despatch dated 
on January 25, at Rio Janeiro, says Admiral 
Mellowas then at Curitiba. He was re- 



ported to have set up there insurgent organs 
of authority. He was expected to start 
north shortly. General Saravo, oommander 
of the inaurgent land force, waa then at 
Sao Paulo. Roar Admiral Benham had an 
interview with Admiral da Gama on Jan- 
uary 22nd. The Inaurgent Admiral pro- 
tested I'.ftnrvvarda that the American Ad- 
miral was aomewhal peremptory. He was 
said to have told Da Gama that 
the insurgent cause was almost lost, 
and to have ofrored his good 
offices na mediator. Tho Inaurgent Aduiiral 
deolinod to consider the possibility of a aet- 
tleinent, which did not inoludo Poixotoa re- 
tirement and the election of another Presi- 
dent. Roar Admiral 'Benham was viaibly 
irritated by da Gania'a stp.tement and final- 
ly dnumied, it was said, that he would not 
stop short of force to protect tho landing of 
government war materiula in case tho insur- 
gents refused to listen to reason, Admiral 
da Gama contended that tho insurgents 
were far from losing their cause. Besides 
holding the provinces of Rio Grando do Sul, 
Parana and Santa Catarina they were ready 
to make every eil'.jrt, ho said, to hold Rio 
bay until the re-inforcotnents from the 
South should come. 

The insurgents had occupied Bom Jesus 
Island on January 25, capturing some guns 
and « few men. Poixoto'a navy, including 
tho Nichtheroy and Aurora was expected 
to arrive at Rio shortly. The Government 
was apparently inactive and its supporters 
were said to be somewhat disipated. The 
British flag ship Sirius sailed on January 2-1 
for Para and Desterro in order that the ac- 
tual condition of tho insurgents iu both 
regions might be ascertained. Before tho 
dispatch was sent thn naval commanders in 
the harbor decided to tell theirGovernments 
that the insurgents held the harbor and to 
ask whether further efforts should be made 
to protect commerce if the bombardment 
should bo allowed to begin in earnest.

It is arranged, 
however, that they shall meet at ten o'clock 
thia morning, and it ia expected that a 
definite plan of work on tho streets and in 
tho puik will bo arranged. It is suggested 
that for thill relief work the pay shall be §1 
a day — certainly a small sum, but thu moat 
whioh it is felt can bo ollered under the cir- 
cumstances ; and that while men with 
familiea bo employed six daya in the week, 
the single men be given only three, in order 
to iiuike the funda go aa fur aa possible.

Andrew Byrne sent 
iu six bi.aurifiil hi;a of prime Australian 
smoked mutton ; Mr. Jusiico Creaee sent a 
large bundle of warm clothing; H. E. Con- 
non a quantity of underclothing ; Mrs. 
Johnson a collection of clothing and boots 
and shoes, besides which there were many 
other contributions, so that the society were 
able to make a liberal distribution to those 
who applied at their rooms at the American 
hotel. A great many cliildren were pro- 
vided with much needed food and clothing.
